BECOME EFFECTIVE

Over $100,000,000 Expect- 
ed To Be Raised for Fal- 
tering Systems Through 
General Increase. ~ 


* WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—()—The 
great railroad systems of the United 
States tomorrow will begin charging 
increased freight rates to aid those 
carriers in financial difficulties. 

With .several well-known lines al- 
ready in bankruptcy and others faced 
by inability to pay interest on bonds, 
the interstate commerce commission 
last week authorized the carriers to 
make emergency surcharges on freight 
bills, effective January 4. These were 
approved several weeks ago. ‘ 

The increases range from 6 cents 
per ton pa certain types of freight, 


ments. They are expected by the com- 
mission to realize over $100,000,000 
for the roads. 

The effectiveness of the rates ends 
seven months of effort by the rail- 
roads acting co-operatively to get 
freight rates increases. Hesrings were 


held in every section of the country 
on an appeal for a blanket 15 per 
cent increase. The interstate com- 
merce commission turned down the 
15 per cent plea but authorized the 
surcharges. The roads were permit- 
ted to wotk out their own scheme 
whereby the railroad credit corpora- 
tion will collect the money from eligi- 
ble carriers and loan it to needy ones. 

Roads such as the Wabash railway, 
the Seaboard Air Line, the Florida 
Kast Coast, the Ann Arbor railroad 
and others in bankraptey or which 
‘have defaulted on their bond interest’ 
are eligible for loans. They are per- 
mitted to increase rates, however, and 
keep the proceeds. 

The plan is effective for the perio:]

TERMED MORE STABLE 


NEW YORK. Jan. 3:—(#)—Al- 
though the United States in. 1931 
withstood a shrinkage of 20 per, cent 
in exports from 1930, most of it oc- 
curred in the early months of the 
year, and at the’ close wholesale prices 
were more stable than at any time 
for two years, the National Foreign 
Trade Council said today.

In more 
cases than I could possibly enumerate, 
large business houses or commercial 
organizations have purchased enor- 
mous wholesale lots of government 
publications, because they have con- 
sidered their contents to be so perti- 
nent and practical that the trade 
should have the advantage of them. 
I remember one particular case where 
a manufacturing firm was so thor- 
oughly “sold” on the value of a gov- 
ernment book that they bought ad- 
vertising space to tell about its merits, 
in a straight, matter-of-fact way, and 
to say that they would be glad to fur- 
nish a copy to anyone who applied. 
How many copies do you think this 
firm had to buy from the government 
to fill the requests that poured in as 
a result of that single statement? No 
less than 26,000! And _ everybody 
benefited, the Business firm, the gov- 
ernment treasury, and the army of re- 
cipients. 

Those familiar with the printed 
matter sent out from the various 
bureaus of the federal government 
are unquestionably not to be found 
among the critics to which Dr. 
Klein refers. The official nature of 
the statistics and reports contained 
in these publications make them in- 
valuable to practically every line of 
business in the United States. 


Especially have the foreign trade 
facts and suggestions sent out under 
the direction of Dr. Klein been re- 
ponsible for the growth of our com- 
merce with other nations. These 
publications keep the exporters of 
America in constant touch with the 
merchandise needs of the world, from 
a déntist in Antofagasta, ‘Chile, who 
wants to buy false teeth, to a con- 
tracting concern in Australia who 
may want to buy a 30-ton traveling 
crane. Whenever there is a newly 
created market for American goods 
—whether it be canned fruit in Rot- 
terdam, gasoline pumps in India, 
radio sets in Portugal, or rolling 
mill equipment in France—our ship- 
pers can gét the information 
through the department of com- 
merce bulletins—and nowhere else.

J. B. Orr and J. L. Gilks, British 
government medical research service, 
have made a study of the nutrition 
of two neighboring African tribes, one 
of which, the Akikuyu tribe, is almost 
exclusively vegetarian, and the other, 
the Masai, chiefly carnivorous in hab- 
it. The diet of the Akikuyu consist- 
ed largely of cereals, roots and fruits, 
the bulk .of che diet being cereals. 
The Masai diet consisted of milk, meat 
and raw blood. ~. 

The full grown Masai male was 
found ,to be five inches taller and 23 
pounds heavier than the full grown 
Akikuyyp male, on the average. The 
carnivorous Masai tribesmen was 
found to have 90 per cent greater 
strength than the vegetarian Akiku- 
yu tribesmen, measured by the dyna- 
mometer. Many other differences were 
noted, which rather tend to shatter 
many of our preconceived notions 
about diet. For instancé, the vege- 
tarian Akikuyu was found much more 
subject to bony deformities, caries or 
decay of the teeth and anemia than 
was the carnivorous Masai. 

The carnivorous tribe, however, 
showed a greater prevalence of intes- 
tinal stasis and of rheumatoid ar- 
thritis ‘than did the vegetarian tribe. 
The intestinal stasis may be fairly as- 
cribed to the character of the diet, 
but certainly no one knows enough

Embraces Husband. 

At the end of the prayer Mrs. Gand- 
hi rushed forward and embraced her 
husband, then féll to his feet and 
said, “Please forgive me if I have 
said or done anything wrong to you 
at any time.” 

Her husband caressed her and pat- 
ted her head, but maintained his vow 
of silence. Mrs. Gandhi was followed 
by other women, who sobbed and pros- 
trated themselves before the mahatma. 
He raised his hands toward them as 
if in benediction, while the police com- 
missioner stood silently by. 

Then, as Gandhi emerged from his 
tent,-Miss Slade, who had served him 
for six years, fell to his feet and 
kissed the dust from them, again burst- 
ing into tears. 

“Don’t grieve or worry about me,” 
Gandhi scribbled on a scrap of paper 
as a farewell message to his wife. 
“The British will be my wardens, 
but Ged will be my Protector.

PEOPLE’S SPIRIT IS BLAMED 
BY GANDHI FOR SITUATION 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—(4)—The Com- 
monwealth of India League tonight re- 
ceived from Mahatma Gandhi a ca- 
blegram, written before his arrest, in 
which he charged that the present sit- 
uation was due to the fact that the, 
government would not tolerate the ris- 
ing power of the nationalist congress. 

“I received at midnight a telegram 
from the government finally closing 
the door upon my request for an in- 
terview,” he cabled, “on the ground 
that the congress had dared to threat- 
en civil disobedience on failure to 
secure relief, 

“The viceroy’s reply further ac- 
cuses me of wanting to impose condi- 
tions under the menace of unlawful 
action. In the surrounding atmos- 
phere I detect no trace of a desire 
for honorable, equal co-operation. 

“The viceroy has forgotten that in 
the Delhi truce the right of the citi- 
zen to civil disobedience was tacitly 
recognized, for civil disobedience was 
continuing while the negotiations were 
pending and was discontinued only 
during the truce. 

“The fact is that the government 
cannot tolerate the rising power 
the congress and the consequent rise 
in the people's spirit.” 

George Lansbury, leader of the la- 
bor opposition in the house of com- 
mons, in commenting on Mahatma 
Gandhi's arrest, said tonight “condi- 
tions in India must be very bad in 
the judgment of the viceroy to have 
forced him to exercise his powers in 
this way. 

“I regret very much that the In- 
dian crisis has come to such & head 
I think, however, that Great Britain 
will have to take some action to prove 
to the world that she still holds to 
the truth that you cannot govern a 
country without the consent of the 
governed. . 

“In other words, we must show 
whether Gandhi represents only a sec- 
tien of Indian opinion or something 
greater.” 

Lord Lloyd, former governor gen- 
eral of Bombay, described the mahat- 
ma’s arrest as inevitable and ex- 
pressed the hope that he woulfl be 
placed on regular trial.

Living in Europe Sur- 
prisingly High Compar- 
ed With Low Wages. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(UP)—Sta- 
tistical evidence that the working 
classes of the United States fare much 
better than corresponding wage earn- 
ers of Europe is contained in a re 
port of the international labor office 
of the League of Nations, made pub- 
lic in New York today. | 

The report is based on a compre- 
hensive: survey by the labor office 
with money supplied by the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund of New York. 
This organization has among its trus- 
tees Newton D. Baker, Owen D. 
Young, Bruce Bliven, Henry 8. Den- 
nison, John H. Fahey, Edward A. Fi- 
lene, Max Lowenthal, James G. Mc- 
Donald and Roscoe Pound. 

It is a statistical study of the cost 
of living in 14 European cities as 
compared with that of minimum wage 
employes of the Ford Motor Company 
at Detroit. 

The cost of living in Europe is sur- 
prisingly high in view of the fact that 
wages, when compared with the De- 
troit group, are so low. Taking De- 
troit as 100, for a standard, the sur- 
vey found the following figures to 
obtain in European cities:

Though calling attention to “the 
influence .of national custom” in the 
various standards of living the report 
does not mention beer or wine. 

To compare clothing prices, sam- 
ples of clothing bought in Detroit 
were sent to the 14 cities and com- 
parison was made of prices. Though 
a difference of local customs arose 
again here, it was inferred that Amer- 
ican women may obtain stylishly cut 
dresses at lower prices than the Euro- 
pean woman of small means. It was 
difficult te match children’s clothing 
sent from America to Europe because 
the clothing of most continental work- 
men’s children is made at home. 

The predominate trpe of home used 
by Detroit workers is equipped with 
a bathroom, whereas European homes 
of the same type seldom contain such 
equipment. 

Of 100 families in Detroit whose 
‘cost of living was studied, 47 owned 
automobiles, 36 had radios, 80 owned 
sewing machines, 21 had vacuum 
cleaners and 98 had electric irons. 
None of these items has a place in 
the calculation of budgets for the 
European cities, the report declares.

IN HUNT FOR BOMBERS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(4)—So far 
as announced results were concerned, 
the police of New York and the na- 
tion apparently were stymied tonight 
in their search for the perpetrators 
of last week's bomb outrages. 

With three dead in Easton, Pa., as 
the result of Wednesday’s explosions, 
and the lives of many more threat- 
ened by a dozen inferna] machines 
discovered in numerous other cities in 
the mails or express packages, there 
appeared no definite clye upon which 
investigators could put their fnger 
with assurance of success. 

The most tangible lead came from 
here, where the police broadcast a 
general alarm for an unnamed indi- 
vidual described only as being affiliat- 
ed with “communist and anarchist” 
groups. 

An official who refused to be quoted 
said this alarm was based on uncon- 
firmed reports that persons using the 
name of the soviet government have 
planned a campaign of terrorization 
by bombs. 

Even this clue was discounted by 
postal authorities, one spokesman 
saying he “never heard such a report 
and it seems a little ridiculous.”

LONDON, Jan. 3.—(#/)—People in 
widely separated parts of the world 
tonight were facing almost unparal- 
leled weather conditions which have 
caused heavy losses in human life and 
property. 

leasants in Portugal, already suf- 
fering from intense cold, saw their 
livestock dying and their ereps spoil- 
ing from lack of water. At least sey- 
en persons had died from the cold. 

In Cape province of South Africa, 
floods on a record scale have wrought 
great destruction and caused at least 
five deaths. 

Some parts of central and southeast 
Europe reported deep snow was tying 
up rail services. Others told of tor- 
rential rains. Reports from Hungary 
said two days of a heavy snowstorm 
had been Yollowed by higher tempera- 
tures and rain. 

Jugo-Slavia reported snowdrifts 15 
feet high were melting under the in- 
fluence of warmer weather. In Aus- 


tria and Czech-Slovakia zero weather 
was followed by rain. In Rumania 
warm weather came after a copious 
snowfall. 

Violent snowstorms of the past two 
days in Bulgaria gave place to in- 
tense cold and clear skies. 

Most of western Europe was spared 
major discomforts but the weather 
was none the less remarkable for its 
abnormal warmth in Great Britain 
and France. 


2.000 ARE MADE HOMELESS 
BY FLOODS IN GLASGOW 

GLASGOW, Jan. 3.—(UP)—More 
than 2,000 families were made home 
less tonight in this city and its en- 
virons when the rising waters of the 
Clyde and Cart rivers created the 
worst flood conditions ever to prevail 
in this section.

Welfare Group Asks N. Y. Citizens 
To Help Rid Streets of Beggars 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(UP)—As- 
serting that the problem of street bez- 
ging has become so acute in New*York 
that immediate steps are necessary 
unless the city is to revert to creating 
and maintaining a pauper class, the 
Welfare Council, in a statement issued 
today, urged that citizens refuse tu 
give money to those who request it. 

There are more beggers on the city 
streets and in the subway trains than 
ever before, the council's survey in- 
dieates, and on many avenues—nota- 
bly Fifth, Park and Broadway—“it is 
frequently inrpossible to walk a block 
in the evening without being ap- 
proached for alms.” 

Such begging. members of the coun- 
cil point out, is totally unnecessary 


since ample provision has been made 
for the homeless and hungry by char- 
itable agencies in the city. 

More than 12,000 clean, free beds 
for men and 1,200 for women are 
available, and every night since Christ- 
mas hundreds of these beds have been 
unused. On Christmas Eve and Christ- 
night. it is pointed out, there were 
over 1,000 empty beds at the municipal 
lodging house alone. 

The various charitable agencies are 
equipped, aceording to the council's 
announcement, to serve from 25,000 
to 30,000 warm meals a day—all in- 
doors and not in ‘breadlines, and all 
free. Yet on no day this winter have 
these facilities been taxed to the max- 
imum.

ARE KILLED IN HARBIN 

TOKYO, Jan. 3—(#)—A  Rengo 
dispatch from Harbin today said at 
least 12 “white” Russians were killed 
in street fighting there that followed 
the beating to death of a Russian boy 
by a Chinese shopkeeper. 

The boy was caught stealing a cake 
from a Chinese sweet shop, the dis- 
patch said. Police reported the shop- 
keeper beat him to death in Kitaiskya 
street, Harbin’s principal thoroughfare 
in the Russian section. 

The boy's parents, infuriated, were 
reinforced by other Russians, the dis- 
patch said, and attacked the shop, 
breaking windows, doors and display 
stands in an attempt to reach the 
shopkeeper. 

Chinese police arrested several of 
the rioters and took them to the po- 
lice station, which was attacked by 
a growing crowd of Russians. The 
police then fired on the crowd, kill- 
ing at least a dozen and wounding 
many, before the assailants were dis- 
persed. 

The American, British and Japa- 
nese consuls hurriedly met to consider 
the situation, the dispatch said, and 
requested General Ting Chao, in com-. 
mand there, to make every effort to 
maintain peace and order. 


OFFICIAL ATTITUDE OF U. S. 


AWAITS REPORTS FROM JAPAN 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(@)— 
American officials tonight were con- 
fronted by a new ramification of the 
Manchurian difficulties following the 
attack by three Japanese soldiers upon 
Consul Culver B. Chamberlain.

Until these are received, the admin- 
istration, which for months has watch- 
ed uneasily the march of Japanese 
troops through Manchuria, withheld 
comment. 

The last major incident involving 
an attack on a United States consul 
occurred in Persia several years ago. 
Major Robert Imbrie was killed by a 
mob in Persia during some religious 
festivities. 

The American government demand- 
ed and collected $60,000 as repara- 
tions and also the cost of sending a 
cruiser to Persia to bring Imbrie’s 
hody back. Persia also formally apol- 
ogized., 

It was pe out in state depart- 
ment circles that often in the case 
of minor incidents between govern- 
ments, when they were disavowed by 
proper officials and the offenders pun- 
ished, that was taken’ as effective 
closing of the affair. 

Since Consul General Myers failed 
to report immediately by cable, it was 
accepted that he did not consider the 
Chamberlain affair as sufficiently 
alarming to endanger relations be- 
tween the two countries.

— is the Emergency 

on Corporation. The measure 
recommended by President Hoover: in 
his on December 8, and in- 
troduced the senate on the same 
day as bill No. 1. sets up a govern- 
ment-owned co tion with an ini- 
tial capital of a billion dollars 
and ultimate capital of two billion. 
The purpose is “to make loans to any 
bank, savings bank, trust company, 
building and loan association, insur- 
ance company or other financial insti- 
tution.” Within this function the cen- 
tral and immediate objective is to pre- 
vent banks, especially small ones, 
from failing. hile the direct bene- 
ficiary of the institution will be 
banks, the indirect beneficiary intend- 
ed to be cared for is businesses, in- 
cluding agriculture which borrows 
from banks, 

Following the usual rule, the bill 
has been required to. go through the 
routine of hearing testimony from 
government officials, bankers and oth- 
ers, about the need for the measure, 
in two committees, of house and sen- 
ate. The house, as usual more ex- 
peditious, had completed its hearings 
before congress recessed on December 
The senate hearings, continued in 
committee during the holiday, are now 
through. 

Legislatively there is no necessary 
impediment to prompt passage. The 
urgency of the need of the measure 
has been vigorously expressed to many 
senators during the 12 days of recess 
by constituents in several states. They 
have been told in forceful words that 
local situations in some stats are in 
critical need of the relief this meas- 
ure will provide. ' 

Even before congress recessed, the} 
need for the bill was so pressing that 
u conference was held to consider 
whether congress would be willing to 
take account of the times by waiving 
recess or cutting it down from the 
usual 12 days to 4. Leaders of both 
parties in the house were willing, 
but so many senators had already left 
the city as to make the move imprac- 
ticable. Conditions at the time were 
a little worse than now. 

When congress took its usual vaca- 
tion, an impatient businessman said it 
was like the fireman taking down 
their ladders at 5 in the afternoon 
with a promise to return in the morn- 
ing. 

During the recess nothing has hap- 
pened to impair the likelihood and the 
practical promise of leaders in both 
chambers to pass the bill quickly this 
week. Some local conditions in some 
parts of the country have been eased 
by the assurance that the bill should 
be passed promptly on the resitting 
of cong: ess. 

The only incident during the holi- 
days bearing materially on the meas- 
ure was testimony by President Mel- 
vin A. Traylor, of the First National 
Bank of Chicago, former president of 
the American Bankers’ Association 
and a leading democrat. He suggest- 
ed to the effect that the bill be so 
devised as at once to advance to re- 
ceivers of closed banks a 25 per cent 
cash loan on their assets for imme- 
diate distribution to depositors. With- 
ont doubt this amendment will be put 
forward in congress. Probably it will 
not be seriously resisted. Power to do 
this already exists in the general state- 
ment of the purposes of the  -bill. 
There is some desire by friends of 
the measure that it should not be load- 
ed down with specific directions to 
help specific classes of institutions. 
Adoption of one such amendment 
tends to incite suggestions of more 
on a log-rolling basis and there is risk 
that the flexibility of the measure 
be lost. Eugene Meyer, governor of 
the federal reserve board, describes 
the proposed institution as a “mov- 
able fortress” not merely for defense 
but mobile for offense in the war 
against the forces of depression. 

A fundamental idea entertained by 
the sponsors of the measure is that 
the administrators of it should be able 
to pick out certain key spots in the 
national business structure, the stim- 
ulation of which would tend to turn 
the tide for all. The reliance on the 
efficacy of the measure when in op- 
eration is very great. 

This confidence rests chiefly on an 
experience in 1921 when an almost 
identical institution haying the small- 
er capital of half a billion dollars was 
credited with the major part. in re- 
versing’ the depression of that year 
and starting the price level upward. 
Some objection to the present nfeas- 
ure may arise in congress from strong 
conservatives such as Senator Glass, 
of Virginia, who may fear the o 
erations of the institution may result 
in inflation of the currency as is- 
sued by the federal reserve system. 
This aspect of the present measure, 
so far as it exists, is immaterial and 
the bill may be so amended as to 
avoid inflation from this particular 
measure.

CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—(UP)—Nate 
Lewis, Chica; o stadium matchmaker 
and one of the smartest men in the 
boxing game, gave the United Press 
an exclusive interview today . about 
the cauliflowér industry, its leading 
characters and its future in 1 

Lewis, sometimes called the “Bald 
Eagle of Michigan Boulevard,” has 
been in the boxing game 35 years, has 
managed some of the greatest fight- 
ers of all time, but has never handled 
a champion. Some of his fighters 
were Charley White, K. O. Brown, 
Kid Herman, Pal Moore, Joe Burman, 


Joe Welling, Packy McFarland and } 


Jock Malone. 

“There aré plenty of good fighters, 
and if they fight the way the public 
wants thém to the year 1932 will be 
@ prosperous one for boxing,” said 


Lewis. 
TONY AND BAT. 

“The two greatest fighters now ac- 
tive are Tony Canzoneri and Bat Bat- 
talino. Both are willing to défend 
their titles when called upon, and in 
all my experiencé in boxing I have 
never seen an fighter with more 
courage than Canzoneri. I hope to 
stage a match in January or February 
between them, and I look for it to be 
one of the greatest matches in the 
last 10 years,” 

In regard to Jack Dempsey, former’ 
heavyweight champion who is about 
to stage his second comeback, Lewis 
had the following to say: 

“I was very much surprised when 
I saw Dempsey in action recently. He 
was in good physical shape and seems 
to have retained his punching power, 
but doesn’t look as if he can go a 
long route with any of the leading 
heavyweights. For three rounds, 
Dempsey would be the most dangerous 
opponent in the world for any heavy- 
weight and might knock out Schmel- 
ing or any of the others.” 

Lewis was asked to make a list of 
the outstanding fighters and their 
greatest attributes. It follows: 

Most courage: Tony Canzoneri, 
Mickey Walker, Bat Battalino.. “No 
fighters ever lived who had more heart 
than these three. Every one is game 
to the core.’ 

Most dangerous hitter: Bat Bat- 
talino. “He reminds one of the old- 
time fighters of 25 years ago, with his 
cruei, rélentless attack.”

Has Many Inventions — 
to Credit. 


R. F. Knox, the master sheet metal 
man, enters his 40th year in the sheet 
medal business todayl. During that 
period he has installed or directed the 

cing of hundreds of sheet medal 

in Atlanta, Ga., and adjoining 
states. 

Mr. Knox’s first real big work be- 
gan when he, as foreman and expert 
workmen, did the sheet medal work 
on the buildings that housed the ex 
hibits at the Cotton States Exposition, 
held at Piedmont park in 1895. The 
sheet metal work and metal orna- 
mentation played a big part in making 
those fair buildings as attractive look- 
ing as they were. Mr. Knox made for 
himself a reputation then that has 
been greatly added to in the many 
years that he has been continually 
adding new ideas until now he is 
looked upon as a national leader in 
his craft. 

Mr. Knox has probably brought out 
more worth-while inventions and new 
ideas in sheet metal than any other 
man of his craft in this part of the 
country. His second story or more 
garbage chute for apartment houses 
and upstairs restaurants is at present 
used quite extensively through the 
country, as are also his trash burners 


and backyard incinerators. His metal; 


boats are floating on many waters, 
his rat and small animal traps have 
been the most effective even old-time 
trappers have ever seen. 


Roll Ventilator. 


The Knox ridge roll ventilator, for 
the ventilation of large factories, 
laundries, garages, battery charging, 
bakeries, coffee roasting, paint shops, 
foundries and warehouses is conceded 
by architects and builders to be one 
of the best devices ever put on a 
building to change and draw the hot 
or foul air out of a superheated or 
bad smelling building. This ridge roll 
ventilator is so skillfully designed and 
made that withthe slightest current 
of outside air, the draft created starts 
a fan revolving in the ventilator and 
like a ballbearing machine, once it 
starts even as little moving air as the 
human breath can keep it revolving 
and it sucks the hot, foul air, gases, 
meg and bad odors out through the 
roof. 

Mr. Knox recently brought out a 
new coal sifter and where sold and 
tried, it is saving about one-fifth the 
fuel cost for its new owners. As they 
do not cost much, will pay for them- 
selves in a few weeks in the average 
home and in a few days in the large 
office buildings or industrial. plants.

Knox Flashing Lock. 

This Knox flashing lock is used any- 
where that any other kind of a wall 
joins a brick wall, and is the most 
effective flashing ever devised to pre- 
vent leaks where two roofs join or 
around chimneys. Instead of the roof- 
ing man trying to chisel the hard 
set up mortar to insert his metal or 
tar paper flashing, all the while work- 
ing in an uncomfortable and danger- 
ous position, the brick layer simply 
grabs up the short or ten-foot long 
four-inch-wide rigid piece of metal, 
puts it on his course of brick where 
the plans call for it, imbeds the down- 
ward indentations in mortar on his 
course of brick, then anather thin coat 
of mortar put upon the top of the 
flashing lock and his next course of 
brick is put on top. 

_ The whole operation does not take 
him two minutes and he is more than 
compensated for this time in now 
having a positive straight and level 
wall to start over from there up- 
wards. But, even if it does take two 
minutes to put on a ten-foot strip of 
Knox flashing lock no roof man after- 
wards can insert as much flashing un- 
der an hour’s time and then with no 
positive assurance that a blowing rain 
will not get in behind his work and 
cause bad leaks.

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Uruguay Announces That 


Sinking Funds on Coun- 
try’s External Debts Will

W YORK, Jan. 3.—Uruguay's 
New Year's gift to her foreign credi- 
tors is an announcement. that sink- 
ing fund payments on the country’s 
external debt will be suspended. A 
similar report was current several 
months ago, but was denied by the 
government as well as the bankers 
identified with the origination and 
distribution. of Uruguayan loans in 
the American market. , 

Incidentally, New York has ‘appar- 
ently been fortunate in wresting the 
business from London, which has 
ceased to act as Uruguay's bankers, 
while American investors have suc- 
cessfully displaced their cousins across 
the Atlantic. It is, of course, pos- 
sible that the British enthusiasm over 
Uruguayan loans was somewhat damp- 
ened by earlier experiences, the south- 
ern republic having oecasionally ignor- 
ed the rights and privileges of her 
European lenders. 

For reasons still to be explained, 
American bankers managed to present 
to their clients the oriental :republie 
of Uruguay in a decidedly more favor- 
able light than was warranted with 
the result that she became the spoil- 
ed darling of the American investing 
public. ; 

Uruguay has been a borrower in 
foreign markets for well over two gen- 
erations. During this period, she de- 
faulted twice with respect to inter- 
est and sinking funds, and once with 
respect to sinking funds only. She 
was also guilty of a number of minor 
offenses. On the whole, a rather sat- 
isfactory record, especially when com- 
pared with her neighboring republics. 

The country’s first contact with 
American investors occurred in 1915, 
an event which, strange though it 
may seem, coincided with Uruguay's 
third default on her contractual obli- 
gations abroad, involving suspension of 
sinking fund payments. Could this 
have been the reason for Uruguay's 
appeal to American interests for ac- 
commodation rather than to British? 

The latest move on the part of the 
republic is the result of conferences 
which are said to have lasted several 
days, And in the course of which it 
was agreed that it was not worth 
while to continue the heavy sacrifice 
of keeping up the sinking fund pay- 
ments with heavily depreciated cur- 
rency. 

It was also pointed out that expe-

The nation felt keenly disappointed 
when it saw its 6 per cent obliga- 
tions appraised by the American in- 
vestor at 20 cents on the dollar, in 
spite of the fact that the country had 
stated most emphatically that it. would 
do its utmost to adhere to the pro- 
visions of loan contracts. 

- America’s stake in Uruguay ap- 
roximates $110,000,000, a sum suf- 
iciently large to justify concern over 
the republic’s treatment of creditors. 
Prior to the war, United States in- 
vestments in the southern republic 
barely exceeded $5,000,000. The spec- 
tacular increase has been accompanied 
by a rather impressive gain in Uru- 
guayan-American trade. From a to- 
tal of $9,629,000 in 1913, Uruguay's 
commerce with the United States rose 
in 1930 to $33,786,100, an advance of 
almost 251 per cent. 

It is of interest to call attention 
to the fact that Uruguay's foreign 
commerce during the same period in- 
creased from less than $125,000,000 
to about $161,000.000 
29.41 per cent. Imports alone show- 
ed an increase of more than 44 per 
cent, while imports from the United 
States increased well over, 210 per 
cent, : | 

Total: exports advanced from near- 
ly $72,000,000 in 1913, to more than 
$86,600,000 in 1930; while sales to 
the Wnited States advanced during the 
same period from $2,902,000 to $12,- 
353,;700—a gain of over 315 per cent. 

An interesting point in the coun- 
try’s commerce with the United States 
is the adverse balance of trade with 
the latter, which would seem to in- 
dicate that London might perhaps 
have been a more logical place for 
Uruguay to seek financial accommo- 
dations. In any event, the impres- 
sive growth in America’s trade with 
her southern neighbor and the profits 
resulting from such trade, are doubt- 


less attributable to the influx of 


American funds into Uruguay. jf 

Of America’s total investments in 
the republic, $82,000,000 represent 
government and municipal obligations. 
The latter are in complete default, 
while government bonds are, at least 
for the time being, expected to con- 
tinue to meet only interest payments. 

About $28,000,000 of American cap- 
ital is invested in various Uruguayan 
industrial enterprises, including, 
among others, the Montevideo Tele- 
hone Company acquired from _ the 
ritish in 1927, the Uruguay Port- 
land Cement Company, the Swift 
Company of Montevideo, and the Wil- 
son International Company. 


U. S. Business Leaders Agree 
1932 Will Bring Recovery 


BY FRANK H. McCONNELL. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(4)—The 
statement of James Farrell, president 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, that “we will emerge from the 
present depression bigger and stronger 
than ever’ was said by several lead- 
ing industrialists to sum up their fore- 
casts at the start of the new year. 

With few exceptions they declined 
to predict when the expected turn for 
the better would develop. 

A recently concluded survey of na- 
tionwide scope, conducted by a New 
York banking house, showed almost 
uniform agreement that improvement 
would take place this year. About 
two-thirds of a number of businessmen 
interviewed forecast improvement 
starting in’ the*first half. The re- 
mainder looked to the final quarter 
for the long-sought renaissance. 

A number of leading New York ex- 
ecutives said they were looking to 
Washington, rather than Europe, for 
the necessary impetus that would 
speed recovery. Before full prosperity 
could be obtained, several spokesmen 
said, Europe would have to get back 
on its feet. But the start can be 
made by this country, alone, these 
business leaders contended. 

Likely developments that offer 
promise of business stimulation, they 
said, are prospective formation of the 
proposed reconstruction corporation 
and prospective railroad wage and 
rate readjustments. 

J. J. Bernet, presitlent of Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, stated that a most im- 
ortant contribution might be made 
by rail workers to business recovery 
by “the apparent realization that they, 
too, as well as .the stockholders and 
bondholders, and everybody else, for 


that matter, must face a period of 
sacrifice.” 

W. C. Teagle, president of 
Standard Oil Company of New Jder- 
sey, said that unit development of 
pools offered pee of the most yee 

ssibilities of improvement in the »i 
dustry ie poifted” out that the 
industry in 1931 for the first time in 
its history had cut down surplus oil 
stocks in a depression year. 

Steel trade journals voiced general 
belief that operations in that indus- 
try would increase during January. 
For the last week of December, pro- 
duction was at 22 per cent of ingot 
capacity against 21 per cent the pre- 
ceding week. New buying from the 
automobile industry was still awaited 
as the year ended. . 

Alfred P. Sloan, president of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, said he, for 
one, could not predict when recovery 
would start, but he said there was 
excellent foundation for faith because 
of “the desire to possess and the will- 
ingness to work to possess.”’ 

The shippers’ regional advisory 
board reported that it looks for no 
immediate upturn in car loadings, 
which in the week ended December 
19 declined to 581,733 cars. For the 
first quarter of the new year, this 
board estimated loadings at 5,241,746 
cars, a decrease of 370,415 from the 
same period of 1931, or 6.6 per cent 
less. 

The mercantile reviews emphasized 
the thinness of inventories at the 
start of the year. This condition, they 
said, encourages hope for early re- 
sumption of activity. Distress sell- 
ing, or dumping of merchandise, these 
reports declared, was considerably 
lower than usual during the holiday 


period.

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SPECULATIVE INTERES

Choosing the Right Bid

ment for an Opening bid, First or 
Second Hand, is 21-2 honor-tricks, 
but if vulnerable, the hand should 
contain additional playing-tricks, as 
the danger of expensive sets with min- 
imum hands is too great.
